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ELETENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
Of the Inspectors of 8<a(e Prisons of the State of New York.

Sir — ^In pursuance to the requirements of the laws, the Inspec- 
tors of State prisons respectfully submit the following report.

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To the Hon. the Legislature of the State of JVeto York: 

The health of the inmates of the several prisons under our 
charge has been for the past year, as a general thing, good ; no 
infectious or contagious disease has prevailed in any of them, 
and the number of deaths from all causes in them, during the 
year, compares favorably with the average for the same numbers 
outside of them. 

This is a source of congratulation to the Inspectors, as it not 
only shows that the sanitary regulations adopted by them are, as 
near as may be, perfect, but that those who have been consigned 
to our care have been kindly and humanely treated by those who 
hold their appointments at our hands. 

The following table shows the number of convicts remaining 
in each of tl^e prisons und^r our care on the 30th day of Septem- 
ber, 1858, the number received in each since our last report, the 
number discharged during that time, and whether by expiration 
of sentence, by pardon, by commutation, by death, or for any 
ot^er cause*

Exhibiting the number of convicts in the several State prisons at the 
close of the fiscal year ending September 30, 1858, including re- 
ceipts and discharges of all hinds. 
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We have included In the foregoing table the increased amonnt 
of property belonging to the State, at the Sing Sing prison, which 
is so mnch added to the available means on hand, and should 
properly be set off against expenses charged, as it has all either 
been purchased with the mohey charged against the prison for 
ordinary support, of is the direct production of convict labor. 

We have annexed to our report, the reports required to be 
made to us by law from those having charge of the various de- 
partments in the prisons. Their reports exhibit fully the statis- 
tical, financial, and moral condition of these institutions in all 
their detail, and to them we respectfully call the attention of the 
Legislature. ' 

That provision of the law providing for the employment of 
teachers, has been fully carried out, and with decided advantage, 
not only to the convict, but, as we believe, the community. 

By referring to the reports of the teachers, it will be seen that 
a considerable number of those who came to the prisons totally 
uneducated, are taught to read and write; and it will, we think, * 
surprise many to leai^n, what We take great pleasure in stating as 
a fact, that, so far as we have been able to learn, after making 
thorough and close investigation, in no single instance has there 
been a re-convlotion of those who received the first rudiments of 
their education in the prisons. Comment upon this would be 
useless. If true, as we believe it to be, it establishes beyond per- 
adventure, that the tooney expended for the moral and intellec- 
tual advancement df the convict is of more substantial benefit to 
the State than all that is paid for the prevention and punishment 
of crime besides. 

We take great pleasure in being able to say, that the chaplains 
in the several prisons have faithfully performed the various, and 
in many instances perplexing, details properly belonging to this 
important position. 

They have charge of the entire correspondence of the convicts 
in their several prisons, and, as can readily be perceived, their 
labors are constant and unremitted. 

They enjoy in an eminent degree the affection and regard of 
the convicts, and are entitled to, as they have, the entire confi- 
dence of the Inspectors. 

We again recommehd a larger appropriation for the purchase 
of books, to still further increase the libraries of the several 
* prisons. 
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The money heretofore appropriated has been expended under 
the direction of the chaplains, and the selections m^de by them, 
meet our hearty approval* 

The recommendations we have made in our report of last year, 
and also of the year previous to that, in relation to setting apartr 
some share of the earnings of well-behaved convicts for the uso: 
of the families of such as hs^ve them, are again earnestly reoom^ 
mended to your attention. 

Subsequent reflection has fully satisfied us of their importance,, 
and not only of their importance so far as the convict is con- 
cerned, but that, by ©very consideration, liis wife and his little^ 
ones have a right to demand it. 

The State, by its constituted authorities, has for its oxyn pro- 
tection sent the man to spend, it may be long years in a prison, 
thus compelling an abandonment of his wife and children. By 
every moral consideration they are entitled to the benefit of hia 
best exertions for their support and sustenance, and society ha» 
no right to deprive them of it. . 

There is no rule, human or divine, by which the public can be. 
jusl^ed in consigning the sorrowing wife to worse than widow- 
hood, or the suflFering little ones to more than orphanage. They, 
are the wife and children of a convict, and the community is but 
too prone to attach to them the disgrace and degradation justly, 
belonging to the husband and the father. 

In addition to these consideration^ we are entirely satisfied 
that some such provision a^s we have recommended in our last 
report would have very great influence upon the conduct of ,the 
convict white in prison, and have a direct tendency to send him 
forth, at tyU expiration of his term of imprisonment, a reformed 
man; and thus, in the stead of a desperate, hardened man, h» 
takes his place among those who by honest industry strive for a 
comfortable sustenance. 

Make his family, if he has one around which all his affections 
centre, the recipient of a portion of his earnings, a&d reduce the 
term of his imprisonment some few days in each year, if Ms ooof' 
duct is commendable, and you have taught him that there is j&t 
for him a future which may be valuable, and an old age whdoh 
may be one of comfort and respectibility. 

We again recommend the appropriation of a small sum amm^ 
ally, for the support of female convicts, until suitable and res]»ec- 
table places of employment can be obtained for them. 
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Without some such provision those who go out hereafter must 
go the same way with those who have gone before them. They 
go out of the prison utterly friendless and helpless, with no means 
but the small pittance which by the present law we are author- 
ized to give them, and which barely suffices to take them back tcr 
the place of their conviction. They have no recourse but ±ct 
resort to prostitution or to crime for subsistance. 

An appropriation of two or three thousand dollars a year to l>^ 
expended under the direction of the "New York Prison Asso- 
ciation," or in any other manner that the wisdom of the Legisla-* 
ture might direct, would fully test the value of the recommenda- 
tion, and in our opinion would prove of incalculable benefit to 
those who are otherwise ready to perish. 

There are in all our prisons convicts who are entirely unable to 
speak or understand our language, and some of them we have 
every reason to believe, by reason of such disability have been 
wrongfully convicted. 

These men have for the purpose of improving their condition, 
or to escape persecution for political offences, (not an unusual 
thing during the disturbances which have of late agitated S4>me 
of the countries in the old world,) sought refuge in ours. 

Entirely unused to our manners and customs, unable to under- 
stand our language, and without being able to comprehend the 
charges made against them, they become the victims of suspicious 
appearances, which under other circumstances could be easily and 
innocently explained.- 

We suggest whether in all our courts having criminal jurisdic- 
tion, some provision ought not to be made, so that bv means of 
interpreters they should be informed of their rigms and be 
properly protected. 

AUBURN PRISON. 

The condition of this prison remains much as it was at the 
date of our last report, with the exception of the repairs rendered 
unavoidable by the dilapidated state of some of the buildings, 
and the necessity which has existed to rebuild the shops that 
were burned down on the 

Three new contracts have been entered into in this prison 
during the Ijast year, viz : . 

With G* C. Litchmith, to be employed in the business of manu* 
facturing saddlery, hardware and coach lace, at thirty-five cents 
per day per convict. One with Nelson Fitch, to be employed at

tool making at fifty-fivfe tod twotenth cents per day per conviqf. 
Also one with Sheldon k Burtiss, to be employed in the manufac- 
turing of machinery, Ac, at forty-five cents per day per convict. 
Th© roofs of both wings of this prison, as well aei the agent's 
house, requires to be relaid with new slate or other material, and 
unless speedily done, the building will suffer irreparable injury. 

SING SING PRISON. 
In relation to this prison we have but few words to say in addi- 
tion to what we recommended last year. 

Four new contracts have been entered into since the date of 
our last report : one with Silas Camp and others for one hundred 
and fifty convicts, to be employed in the business of manufactur- 
ing iron castings and stove plates, at forty cents per day per 
convict. 

To accommodate this contract a new shop had to be erected, 
but as there was at the time of the letting of this contract a large 
number of convicts in this prison unemployed, it was deemed 
best to build the neceesieiry shops rather than lose the opportu- 
nity to let the men. 

One with James Horner & Co., for one hundred andfifty con-* 
victs, to be employed in the manufacturing of augers, &c., at the 
same price. 

This is entirely a new business for the employment of convicts, 
but so far seems to promise abundant success. 

One with Benjamin Underwood for the manufacturing tapestry, 
at the same price per day per convict. 

And one with A. H. Smith, for manufacturing carpets and rugs 
at the same price. 

These, with the other contracts which have been let since the 
close of the fiscal year, are suflScient for the employment of all 
the men in this prison, so that by the 1st of April next, when all 
the contracts in the prison will be in full operation, every con- 
vict in this prison, not needed for State purposes, will be employed 
upon contracts, and at remunerating prices. 

The roofs of this prison, together with many of the buildings, 
require extensive repair's, and an appropriation should be made 
specially for that purpose. 

A large portion of the State farm is almost entirely useless for 
prison purposes, and while it produces but a mere nominal rent 
to the prison, is quite valuable for building purposes, and would 
readily sell for a large amount. We recommend that authority 
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\)e given either to the Commiflsieners of the Land Offices, or to 
the Inspectors of State Prisons, to sell and convey such portions 
as they may designate as not needed for prison purposes, the 
money accruing from such sale to constitute a fund for building 
docks, which are very much needed, and for the ordinary repairs 
of the prison. 

CLINTON PRISON. 

It will be seen by the report of the agent of this prison that its 
earnings and expenses compare very favorably with that of any 
other year since its construction. 

Built originally as ap experiment in the manufacture of iron by 
convict labor, its success has been demonstrated, as we confidently 
believe that no other forge in this country turns out a larger 
quantity of superior quality of iron than that at this prison/ 
managed entirely by convicts without the aid of a single citizen 
employee. 

It is a new prison, the buildings necessary for its successful opera^ 
tion not yet all erected, the grounds about it not yet fully cleaned 
from stumps and stones, and in fact was, and is yet, to a great 
extent, a prison in the woods. 

The limited demand for convict labor, growing in a great degree 
out of the financial revulsion of the last year, has enabled the 
agent to do much towards the erection of the necessary build- 
ings, and to render the grounds about the prison beautiful and 
attractive. 

Having a large number of men, who would otherwise have 
remained idle and unemployed, be has kept them at work grading 
the grounds, building roads and walks, and in otherwise so 
arranging matters as to secure hereafter a less expensive system 
of operations at this institution. 

He has kept a large force engaged in making explorations, for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether or not ore in sufficient qnan* 
tities and of suitable quality could be found on the State lands 
conveniently located. 

In this he thinks he has been entirely successful, and from all 
the indications so far as we are able to judge, as well as from the 
observation of experienced and skillful iron men, there is ever/ 
appearance that there is an abundance of ore ; still it is bat an 
experiment and may prove to be of little or no value. 

The lease from the owners of the feo called " Averill ore bed," 
expired on the 1st day of November, 18&8, and this inclttded not 
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only the ore bed proper, but the use of the buildings and machinefj^ 
then, at the time of the execution of the lease, upon the pre- 
mises leased, together tvitii the use of the water necessary to be 
used in the raising and separating ore* These buildings had been 
originally erected at great expense by the owners^ but when the 
property was leased by the agent of the ptison,^ not being convgn* 
iently located for the use of the prison, they were allowed to 
stand withont being used, and more convenient and suitable onea 
were erected by the State. So things remained until the fall of 
1856, when the Commissioners of the Land OflBce^, under the provi-* 
sions of chapter 521 of the Laws of 1855, made a contract for the 
purchase of said lot; the lease aforesaid, was by all parties con- 
sidered surrendered, and the entire control of the property passed 
into the possession of the agent and warden of Clinton prison, as^ 
agent of the State. 

The buildings, in the meantime, from neglect and disuse, had 
become in a great degree dilapidated and Talueless, and the ma-^ 
chinery, as a matter of course, greatly reduced in value, by neg- 
lect and the corroding action of the elements. As soon as the 
information of the purchase had come to our knowledge, the Board 
of Inspectors directed the buildings to be taken down and the= 
timber in them to be used in the construction of other necessary 
buildings, and the remains of the machinery to be properly stored 
and cared for. 

We have, in all respects, treated the property as belonging to 
the State. We have cut and used large quantities of wood and 
timber taken from this lot ; we have built a road to the wood lot 
upon it, at considerable expense, and are now told that the State 
refuses to carry out the terms of the contract, by paying the 
amount agreed to be paid as the purchase money. 

By the terms oi the lease to the State, the State was bound ia 
pay the sum of one dollar and twenty-five cents per ton for all 
the ore taken from the mine. Up to the time of the contract for 
the purchase, this was paid to the then owners, but since that 
time it has been charged to the contractors as belonging to the 
State, and returned to the Comptroller as a part of the earnings 
of the prison. This, by the Ist day of January, 1858, did not? 
vary much from 10,000 tons, and at the price named in the lease, 
^ will amount to the sum of $12,500. 

The owners claim that they have expended, in buildings and 
machinery, (which by the terms of the lease the State is bound, 
at its et^cpir^tion, to restore to them in the same condition as when 
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the lease commenced,) the sum of $40,000. In addition, the tim- 
ber and wood we have taken from the lot will undoubtedly amount 
to some thousands of dollars more, so that in case the property 
is not purchased by the State, in all human probability the own- 
ers will be justly and fairly entitled to compensation in an amount 
largely exceeding half the sum agreed to be paid. 

But there is a difficulty which in our opinion is insurmountable , 
if this prison is to be continued as an iron manufacturing prison, 
and that is the entire want of water, jexcept as it is taken from 
the so called ** Averill lot." We do not believe that sufficent 
water for the convenient and economical separating of the ore 
for the Use of that prison, can be obtained from any other source^ 

There is a dispute about the line between this lot and the lot 
adjoining, called the **Hockstr€is8er" lot, the owners of the latter 
claiming that we are now over the line, while the survey made 
by Mr, Shaw, in December, 1856, shows that we are still soine 
rods from the line. We do not claim to be able to decide as to 
where the true line runs, but leave it to those interested to take 
such steps as they should be advised in the matter. 

We can only repeat what the former Boards of Inspectors have 
already said^ that in our opinion the oontinuance of the Clinton 
prison, as an iron manufacturing prison depends mainly on the 
title to the "Averill" lot passing into the hands of the State. 

There are other considerations which should prevail in the set- 
tlement of this matter. That there is an inexhaustible supply of 
valuable ore in the bed now being worked on the "Averill" or 
the Hockstrasser lot, (as the true line may be established,) is be* 
yond doubt, and that the contractor or the State can procure it 
at reasonable rates is undoubtedly true, so long as there are 
friendly relations between all the parties ; but in the event of 
difficulties arising, either as to price, or from any other cause, the 
supply^ in case the State ore bed should not prove productive, 
might at any moment be cut short and the contractor be com- 
pelled, for want of ore, to abandon his contract, and the men 
turned upon the hands of the agent. 

This difficulty can be entirely obviated by the passage of a law 
authorizing a settlement and payment of what may be justly due 
the owners of the " Averill " ore bed, and the purchase of the 
" Hockstrasser" lot, or of the' one which may be taken from it, at 
a given price per ton. 

That the owners of the "Averill *' ore bed have a just and equit* 
able claim upon the State^ to a greater or less extent, is beyond 
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tjuestion ; and if the Legislature does not deem it for the interest 
of the State, to sanction and ratify the purchase of said lot, ad 
made by the Commissioners of the Land Office, under the provi* 
sions of chapter 527 of the Laws of 1855, then in all equity and 
good conscience provision should be made for the payment t6 
them of the amount, no matter what it may be, that is due them, 
and also authority should be given either to reconvey said lot, ot 
to cancel the deed heretofore executed by the owners under the 
provisions of said contract, and the State relieved from the posi- 
tion of refusing to pay the purchase money of a piece of property, 
yet still holding on to the title and exercising all the other acts 
of ownership over it, and enjoying all the benefits which owner- 
ship could confer, and still refusing to perform the covenants 
contained in the lease, by paying for the wood and timber they 
have stripped from the lot, the ore they have taken from the ore 
-bed, or the buildings and machinery they have demolished and 
removed. 

Common honesty between man and his fellow man would de- 
mand that this should be done, and the honor of the State demands 
that she should deal justly with individuals, and not retain in 
her treasury the money due to them, merely because she is beyond 
the reach of legal process. 

The female prison has, since the date of our last report, and 
up to the first of November last, remained under the charge of 
Mrs. A. M. Dodge, the late matron. 

Since that time it has been under the charge of Mrs. Frances 
E. Woodfin, a lady who, we have every reason to believe, will 
prove as competent to fill this important position as her immedi- 
ate predecessor, than whom none have given greater evidence 
that the appointment was worthily bestowed. Her assistant 
matrons are ladies of experience, and of very high qualifications 
for the places respectively occupied by them, and leave no doubt 
on our minds that our female prison will in the future maintain 
the high character it has heretofore sustained among the penal 
institutions of the country. 

This prison, if it is expected anything like discipline can be 
kept up, must be speedily enlarged, as with but eighty-one cells, 
and some of them only temporary ones, one hundred and twelve 
convicts have to be locked up every night, and this number is 
sure to increase largely the present season, as with none to dis- 
charge by expiration till May next, it will be strange, indeed, if 
the number by that time does not reach one hundred and fifty^ 
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It will readily be seen that it ie impossible to prevent their having 
communication with each other, when two of them are locked in 
one cell at night, and the hope of reformation is thns to a great 
extent defeated. There should be at least fifty more cells added 
to this prison the coming season. 

The State Lunatic Asylum, for insane convicts, was commenced 
in June, 1857, and is now so far completed that a portion of the 
unfortunates, for. whose benefit the Legislature have so ^^visely 
{>rovided, can be received into it, and the success of this experi^ 
inent be fully tested. 

The necessity of such an institution has long been felt, not only 
in this State, by all who have given the subject of insanity among 
those confined for the commission of crime, any attention, but in 
other States and countries; but the enlightened benevolence of 
the Legislature of the State of New York was, so far as we are 
informed, the first to make provisions fiar the construction of an 
institution devoted exclusively to this class of patients. 

The Inspectors do not deem it necessary to enlarge upon the 
matters connected with the management of this institution, and 
only suppose that the Legislature require to be informed of what 
is actually necessary to be done, to secure ample appropriation! 
to put the institution into successful operation. 

The appropriation of $20,000 made at the last session of the 
Legislature not being sufficient, as it was hoped and expected it 
would be, to finish, furnish, and put in proper heating apparatus, 
it was deemed advisable to allow persons ivho were willing to do 
^o, to put in suitable furniture, and trust to appropriations to be 
made by the Legislature to furnish funds to pay for the same ; and 
also, as it seemed necessary for the preservation of the building 
that means to heat the same should be put up, as we were advised 
the extreme cold weather might prove seriously injurious to the 
$o recently erected and not yet thoroughly dried walls, the In- 
spectors visited various institutions, and examined a large Dum<r 
)>er of plans for heating large buildings, and finally came to the 
conclusion, unanimously, that " Perking steam heating apparatus," 
was %h)d best, all things considered, that could be put in. 
^ This plan is somewhat more expensive in the outlay necessary 
to be made in its construction, but is believed by us to be more 
economical in its use than BXkj other which has come to our know-r 
ledge, and is declared by all who have examined its operations to 
ikAYQ greater ventilating qualities than any other apparatus now 
in jme, This with us had very great weight, and it will readily 
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be acknowledged pltxperly so, when the fact is acknowledged that 
insane persons require more than double the quantity of pure air 
than those 4o who are sane. 

These works have now been fairly tested, and have given 
entire satisfaction. By the arrangement with Mr. James S. 
Jiynch, of New York, who is the proprietor of the patent, they 
were to be put up under the direction of Mr. Van Suyl, (under 
whose supervision the institution has been erected,) and were to 
operate to the satisfaction of the Inspectors. Being fully satis- 
filed with the manner of their construction, and also of the full 
puccess of the plan, we have given Mr. Lynch a certificate to that 
^£fect, and recommend an appropriation to pay for the same, to* 
gether with the furniture which has been put in as before stated. 
We have appointed Doct. Edward Hall, of Rensselaer county, as 
medical superintendent of the institution, a gentleman of whom 
it is only necessary to say that his recommendations to us were 
of the very highest character, and the zeal and energy he has dis* 
played since his appointment gives every evidence that his 
administration of its aflfairs will be eminently successful. 

Additional legislation will be required to carry out fully the 
objects contemplated in the organization of this institution, the 
details of which will be laid before you by the superintendent. 

Every prison in the State is full to overflowing, having in each 
more convicts than cells. What is to be done with these rapidly 
increasing numbers, is a great question, and one that should be 
settled speedily and well. 

That some additional accommodations are to be provided is cer^ 
tain, as these men cannot be safely kept unless some place is pro^ 
vided where they can be securely locked at night, and this can be 
done only ia one of two ways — eitiier to enlarge the present prisons, 
or build another.* Each has its advanta^s, and to each there are 
objection^. To build another prison at tins time will involve the 
expenditure of a much larger sum than to extend the accommO'- 
dations for convicts in the present ones, and yet an enlargement 
of them is but a temporary relief. They can hardly be enlarged 
within the bounds of prudence, so as to furnish the necessary 
relief but for a few years at best, and then again the necessity 
will exist for further additional accommodations. Whether to 
build an additional prison or to enlarge the present ones is best 
under present circumstances, we leave for the wisdom of the Le* 
gislature to determine. We would suggest, however, that if the 
Legislature should, in the exercise of its wisdom, decide that tho 
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erection of a new prison was necessary, whether it would not be 
well to adopt in it the system known as the " Pennsylvania sys- 
tem," or "separate confinement, with labor," as contradistin* 
guished from our system, which is known as the "Auburn sys- 
tem," or " congregated labor." 

That many of our convicts go out of our prisons, under our 
present system of management, thoroughly reformed, we believe, 
and that some have done so we know; but are the chances 
for reformation under our system as great as under that of 
"separate confinement?" If not, are we not bound, when we 
deprive a man of his liberty for the ben^fit of the community, to 
place him in the position best calculated, on his restoration to 
society, to return to it morally better than when we took charge 
of him ? And is our system the best ? If not, should we still 
cling to it merely because a change in it would involve increased 
expenditures ? It seems to us that in this age of progress, our 
penitentiary system ought not to be left without some steps being 
taken to advance it towards perfection, so far as -it may be done 
having in view the interest of the State and the welfare of the 
convict. 

Under our present system, it is impossible to prevent commu- 
nication between convicts, and the ay stem of " congregated labor^' 
renders it equally impossible that any classification of them can 
be made. 

Thus it n6t unfrequeritly happens, that a young man who is 
confined for the commission of his first oflfence, and that perhaps 
a slight one, is brought in direct contact daily and hourly with 
one who has made crime a study during his whole life, and is 
thoroughly educated in all its practices. It cannot be but that 
this constant communication must tend to destroy a^ hope of 
reformation, and the boy who, on his first introduction into the 
prison, had determined to lead afterwards a life of honesty and 
integrity, is, from defects inherent in our system, turned loose 
upon society at the expiration of his term of imprisonment an ae- 
eomplished criminal, and fully schooled in all the ways and prac- 
tices of vice. 

In addition to this, the convict can hardly' get away from the 
prison before he will meet some of his associates in crime, who he 
has known in it, and the evil associations there found will be con* 
tinned, and their corrupting influences strengthened and increased. 
These are defects that cannot be remedied in any prison con* 
ducted on the. plan of "congregated labon" 
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But these difficnUies are entirely avoided in priaons conducted 
on the '* separate system." A convict once in prison is shut out 
from the sight and knowledge of his fellow convict, and during 
the whole term of his confinement, does not make the acquaint 
tance of a single associate. Reflection, which cannot be dis^ 
turbed by others, has opportunities to produce its salutary influ- 
ence — reason resumes its sway, the young man fully convinced that 
the way of the transgressor is hard, indeed determines to reform, 
and that his future good conduct shall expiate his past offences*. 
If he passes in the street one who has been his fellow convict, he 
is to him a stranger, no bond of fellowship exists between them, 
and no evil influences can be brought to bear upon him. He may, 
if he will, (uninfluenced by afi»ociations contracted in prisoi^i 
which he cannot shake off,) so conduct himself that the dark spot 
upon his reputation shall grow less and less distinct, till it sh€Jl 
be completely blotted out in the good character which he shall in 
the future achieve for himself. 

We recommend that when a new prison shall be built, which 
from necessity must be in a short time, it be constructed on the 
" separate confinement " or " Pennsylvania system." 
. Since our last report the prisons have been quiet and orderly. 
No organized re^stance to authority has been attempted, save 
the ordinary cases of individual insubordination, which are 
always to be expected among so large a number of convicts. 
The conduct of the inmates has generally been commendable. 

The officers of the several prisons have, as a general thing, been 
prompt and efficient in the discharge of their duties, and are 
entitled to our warmest approbation. Their labors have been 
very much increased during the past year, by reason of so many 
of the convicts being unemployed upon contracts. The financial 
revulsion of last year has operated as detrimental to the pecu- 
niary interest of the prison as to industrial establishments out- 
side. Coming suddenly upon them, as upon other establishment^ 
when some of the large contracts were about expiring, it was 
impoiiible to relet their services at prices which we felt at all 
warranted in accepting, and indeed far some of the contracts whea 
advertised, we failed to receive any proposals. 

This fact alone is sufficient, in oui" judgment, to fully account for 
the largely diminished revenues from these institutions, and wa* 
produced by causes over which we of course had no control, and 
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which by the exercise of the utmost prudence we were unable to 
guard against. 

Since the revival of business these contracts, together with 
others, have been again advertised, and the services of all the 
convicts in each of the prisons, not absolutely necessary for State 
purposes, have been contracted for at prices largely exeeding 
what we had reason to anticipate, so that the income of the pres- 
ent financial year will be very mufch increased from former years, 
and be nearly if not quite sufficient to support these institutions 
from their own earnings. 

The compensations of all the officers in the prisons, both male 
and feniale, is far less than that received by those outside the 
prisons who perform the same amount of labor, and whose quali^ 
fications are required to be of such a high character. They are 
required to be at the prisons from sunrise to sunset during the 
whole year, thus compelling them to make the necessary pur 
chases for supplies for their families in the evening, after they are 
released from duty, besides being obliged to devote the greater 
part of the Sabbath to the performance of their duties at the 
prison ; their hours of labor are greater, to say nothing of the 
responsibility thrown upon them, than any other class in the com- 
munity, and they are entitled to a fitting recom|)ense. 

Their salaries are barely sufficient for the support of their fami- 
lies, with the exercise of the most rigid economy, and after serv- 
ing the State faithfully a few of their best years, they are turned 
away penniless. 

The clerk of the Sing Sing prison, to whose obliging manners 
and courteous demeanor we are greatly indebted, has performed 
more actual labor than any other officer connected with that 
department in either of the other prisons, and indeed as much, 
probably, as both the others. 

Having to keep the accounts for both the male and female pri- 
sons, his labors are excessive, and his compensation should be in 
proportion to his labors. The salary for that officer should, in 
any event, be raised, so as to make it correspond in some degree 
with that received by those outside for the same labor, and with 
far less responsibility. 

The agents are compelled by the position they occupy in the 
exercise of the ordinary courtesies of life, to entertain those who 
make official visits at the institutions under their charge, whetheit 
from our own State or from abroad, and the meagre salary allowed 
them does not enable them to practice a very liberal hospitality* 
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We recommend that an increase of salary be allowed all the offi- 
cers of the prison, so as to conform with the increased ^xpensies 
in the education and support of families, which the high price 
of almost all the necessaries of life and the customs of society 
demands. 

The provisions of the law forbidding the contraction of any 
debt against the prisons have been strictly carried out, and while 
we regret, that for the views before stated, so large a portion of 
the expenses of supporting these institutions over their earnings 
has to be borne by the State, yet we feel that we have done all in 
our power under the laws, as they now exist,, to advance the true 
interest of the prison and those unfortunate inmates. 

We believe, if the recommendations and suggestions made by 
xis are adopted and carried out, they will result in advancing the 
moral and intellectual interest of the convict and the welfare of 
the State. That the tendency will be to reduce crime, now so 
fearfully on the increase, and to do equal and exact justice to all.

With this amount there has been a foundry built, two hundred feet lon^, 
by sixty wide ; and a finishing shop, forty-five feet wide, by eighty feet 
long, two stories high ; a carpet shop, sixty feet long, by thirty-four feet 
wide, two stories high ; and an addition to cabinet shop, of two hundred 
feet long, by twenty wide, two stories high ; and an additional story to car- 
pet shop, that was burnt, of two hundred feet long, by tWrty-six wide ; and 
a store-house for shook contract, of two hundred feet long, by fifty wide ; 
and building a dock of one hundred and twenty feet in length, by serenteeH 
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deep. The above work has all been done by convict labor, with the excep- 
tion of about sixty days' citizen labor. 
Deposited in bank of Sing Sing, to credit of the Comptroller, $88,985 94 

It is needless for me to add that this amount is small, compared with the 
expenditures, but the extreme pressure in the money market, rendered it 
impossible to make collections, and, acting under your advice, the payments 
have not been enforced. Had a different course been pursued, the conse- 
quences would have been disastrous to the contractors, without benefiting 
the State, for if that policy had been pursued, we should have been without 
contractors,; the convicts locked in their cells for want of employment, 
sickness must4iave followed ; as it was, we had, through the fall and winter, 
an average of over three hundred convicts without employment, and locked 
in their cells. The result is, that we have had twenty-eight deaths the last 
year, while in the two preceding years we had but eighteen ; the increase 
in deaths, no doubt, is in a great degree attributable to the confinement of 
the convicts. 

In addition to the above, there are earnings equally as advantageous to 
the State as contract earnings, which it would be fair to carry out as earn- 
ings of the prison ; such as produce of farm, a new item in earnings at this 
prison.

The above tables show that the male prison has nearly paid expenses ; 
and when you take in consideration the amount of labor performed by con- 
victs in building fences, laying stone wall, cutting stone, and raising wall 
around the reservoir, the grading of grounds around the prison, which is 
advantageous to the State, and is shown very plainly by referring to the 
appraisers' report, which gives an increase in the value of State property 
over last year of thirty-eight thousand eight hundred and eleven dollars 
and eighty -eight cents, which I think will be satisfactory with you, all 
things in account. 

I would respectfully suggest to you the propriety of applying to the 
Legislature for an appropriation for building, repairing and docking, which 
will have to be done before we can successfully work all the convicts. 

For the health, discipline, &c., of the convicts, I would respectfully refer 
you to the officers having charge of the same.

The public religious services in^ the two chapels have be,eii: coninGpef; 
without intermission throughout the year; the services in the male prisoi* 
now cqmmenGiiig at nine o'clock, A. M.^ s^nd those in the fjBBiale pri^n ^; 
ten o'okKjk^ A. M'. At the close of' the latter senrices^ I return to thej 
hall and, hospital of the male prison, to respond to the calls of thesick anc^ 
others who m^y be, seriously-minded, and usually rjeniain untjlope o'clpcjfe 
P.M.' ^ 

T3ie,^aii^f\ n^ujine of servjkes,tihat has occupied my time during the w^ek 
days. of\ reaent yeara^ has been constantly observed through the year now 
just closed, requiring, if possible, a still closer attention in consequence of 
the incres^sed number, qf ponvict^. I now receive, every third, week, at t]m 
liljrary, Sfbo^ sev^q h\indred, m^n, in coi^panies qf three or four at a timOr 
who come. to^ change their books. When the selection: is made it is charged 
to the convict, with the understanding that it must be returned uninjuredr 
and it gives me much pleasure to say, this has been complied with almost 
without exception. 

The Hon. Wm. Jay Haskett, of New York, has very greatly added to» 
our library during the past two years, by procuring for us about one thou' 
Band volumes of interesting works, besides some useful school books. The 
hearty blessings of many a poor and lonely prisoner are bestowed upon 
him. It is my firm conviction that a nobler charity could not be conferred 
upon the prisoners, nor one more richly fraught with high beneficial results. 
We need, however, a new supply. 

The correspondence by letter to and from the prisoners and their friends^ 
has, as usual, been in my hands. The letters of the male convicts are 
brought to my office written on slates, and are then copied on paper and 
recorded under my superintendence, when they are all read by myself, ^nd 
afterward laid upon the Warden's table to be read by him before they are^ 
mailed. I also read* all letters that come to the convicts, previously to 
their being given into their hands. The letters for the female convicts are 
all written by my own hand. Although this part of my duty costs me 
much labor, it is, after all^ a pleasurable and profitable task, as it brings 
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un into idose proximiif witk tite^ mos6 teoder and^ fanpresribk- lereHrngBi o#^ 
tte meral natfitre ef the prisoners, and^ opens the iraj, at the right tlbrav 
fov a m>td Off waraii^or of oea&sel ; and I find that these^ wiien drawn from> 
or founded upon^ those social ties which bind them^ t^ their friends oditstdte^ 
ofti^times produce more direet aiid> ksting impvessibna- than l^se^ l^asied 
XMpm^ nlmoBt any other theme^ 

On a retvospect of my labors daring the past y«ar, I am not coasoiou^of 
Bm^ ne^oct of the* rnl^ and regulations enjoined by the statute or by order 
of the Board of Inspectors for the obiervanee of the ehaphun^ and yetf. 
the result, of my labors is not as satisfactory as X oould; wish it to haye 
ham\ Ilk i» tme, tha^ the prisoaers have manifested as much iatereefc iai 
the ohapel ser^ceS) Imnre as sum^ously mUGted rdigiaus bookS) Mid av 
generally desired religious coBTersadon, as in the year before. The pn^- 
fttttsipiia of reformation hafv« not been: lessy and those who were dischar^d 
afl^eacted; 9S honest in their determinations to lead a reform^ life, as kt 
previous jears ; yet, the officers, as well as myself, have beek much dis^ 
heartened in witnesding the increased number of ^ seoond comers '' among 
the male convicts. 

Last year I r^ortedi one hundred and six of our prisoners as having 
been.inipriaon more tfaam.once ; this year I have to report one hundred and 
tbirtooii^ under that head. We have, it is true, one hundred and thirty-four 
oonvicts in the male department more than we had last year ; still, this is 
a discouraging difference. I mainly account for it on the ground of the 
larger supply of labor than the demand that has existed, and which has 
been a source of serious embarrassment to workmen of the purest charac' 
ter. I might relate most affecting instances illustrative of this fact ; but 
as the case of John Hunter, which is directly in point, is well known to 
the president of your board, Hon. W. A. Kussell, I forbear. I will, how- 
ever, make a brief extract from a letter on this subject, from A. Beale, 
Esq., agent of the New York Prison Associatiion, dated July 15, 1858. 

** Several persons, say thirty-seven, called upon us yesterday, at No. 16 
Centre st., for assistance in money. I helped thirteen of them to the 
amount of from one to two dollars each — the most hopeful ; — but twenty- 
four of them went empty away. ♦ ♦ ♦ * And now let me say, I 
cannot succeed in getting employment for any unfortunate fellow that may . 
come down here. I am discouraged. Money is very scarce, and I cannot, 
therefore, give to discharged men as I would." 

Now, if Mr. Beale could not get employment for discharged prisoners, 
is it likely that they would be able to procure it themselves ? Under such 
circumstances, what is to be expected from men leaving the prison, after a 
service of from two to ten or twelve years, with a single suit of clothes on 
their backs — their sole wardrobe — ^not even a change of shirts, and four 
dollars in cash with which to pay their traveling expenses and commence 
the world ? 

I am almost tempted, gentlemen, to enlarge upon the meanness of the 
provision thus made by statute for discharged convicts \ and, as the return 
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dgain t6 crime is clearly traceable, in- many instances, to the ptyoerty o# 
the individual when liberated, preventing him from going where employment 
is to be had. I might show that the responsibility, to a very great extent, 
rests with the Legislature. 

I think myself safe in saying, a much better state of things would h|ive 
existed in this respect, had the Legislature responded to the suggestion in 
your report of last year, and made an appropriation in behalf of the New 
York Prison Association ; and it certainly requires but little argument to 
prove that true political economy demands it. 

The morale of the female department has been as good, in every respect^ 
as in former years. May not the fact, that female labor was in better 
demajid than that of the other sex, have had something to do with the pro-* 
portionate difference in their return to prison ? 

The usual statistical tables belonging to the chaplain's department ; a» 
also the teacher's report, are annexed, and, to the best of my knowledge 
and belief, are correct. 

With sentiments of sincere gratitude for the uniform kindness I haTe 
experienced during the year, I am, gentlemen.

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TEACHERS' REPORT. 



Sing Sino Prison, October 18, 1868*. 
To the Kev. Jno. Luckey, Chaplain of the Sing Sing Prisofi : 

It is with feelings of great pleasure that we submit to you the following, 
our annual report, — ^not simply so from the fact that we have an unusually 
large number on our register, thus making our account seem more import- 
ant ; but we can say that, as many as we have, and as often as we have 
called upon each, our services have been, in nearly every instance, kindly 
received, and we flatter ourselves that much good has resulted therefrom* 

Within the past year we have instructed about eight hundred. Our 
average number on registration is not far from four hundred and fifty. At 
the present time we have five hundred and two. Of these there are learn- 
ing the alphabet, four ; reading, one hundred and five ; Writing, two hun- 
dred an^ twenty -nine ; cyphering, one hundred and sixty-four. In addi- 
tion to these, we have about six or eight studying grammar, and, perhaps, 
as many more in geography. We devote but little time, however, to the 
instruction of these, inasmuch as we feel that more good, in general, may 
result from our labors in devoting our allotted time more fully to the less 
advanced of our number. 

The number on our books having so much increased, we have thought it 
advisable, and, in fact, if it concurs with your own opinion, we have 
resolved, for the reasons alluded to above, that hereafter we will take the 
names of none on our books who can cypher in their arithmetic further 
than the double rule of three* 

A*t the request of Inspector Russell, we have recently called upon each 
inmate of the prison to ascertain how many under our instruction, during 
the time of their incarceration here, have learned to read, write and cypher* 
Of the nine hundred and sixty -four on whom we called, we found fifteen 
who had learned their alphabet ; twenty-seven had learned to spell, (after 
having learned the alphabet previous to their imprisonment 5) fifty-six had 
learned^to read ; one hundred and twenty*six had learned to write ; and 
there are forty-seven who had learned to cypher* Besides these, there are 
others who have made great improvement in these branches, but on account 
of their previous knowledge of them, we omit giving a detailed account of 
the degree of the progress which they have made therein. 

There still seems to be a great call by our pupils for books, slates and 
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pencils ; and we would again call your attention to tke necessity of the 
samC) and hope you will present the matter before the board in a clearer 
light, and advise that they adopt such course as will remove this great 
obstacle that has long been in our path of duty. So destitute are we of 
these, that we are not able to furnish fully much more than one-half of 
those already on our books. 

There is also a very great insufficiency of light. Some of our pupils, 
particularly those rooming on the four upper galleries, are unable to receive 
any of the benefits of a light at all. For a more general diffusion of learn* 
ing to those under our instruction, we pray this may be remedied by the 
introduction of more lights. 

Tendering you our thanks for the kindness and assistance which, appa- 

rently, you have ever striven to bestow upon us in the discharge of our 

duty, and hoping that the manner in which we have labored, and that 

which has resulted therefrom, have met with your entire approbation.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 

To the Inspectors of State Prisons of the State of New York : 

Gentlemen — I cannot, as in former years, report that general good 
health has prevailed in the Sing Sing prisons during the past year ; on the 
contrary, severe colds and influenzas prevailed very generally through all 
the winter months, resulting, in many instances, in congestive fevers ; in 
others, laying the foundation for consumptions, or hastening to a fatal 
termination, hitherto incipient phthisical complaints. The months of June, 
July and August, were characterized by the prevalence of dysenteries and 
diarrhoeas of an obstinate character, though but two cases proved fatal. 

The deaths from disease, in the male prison, are twenty ; eight of which 
were from consumption ; four from congestion ; two from dropsy ; two 
from dysentery ; two paralysis ; one disease of the heart ; and one from 
the effects of drinking alcohol and varnish ; besides,* there has been four 
suicides, two by hanging, one by drowning, and one from oxalic acid. 

The provisions, which I have examined alniost daily," have been of excel- 
lent quality and. abundant. 

Much attention has been given to the clothing provided for the convicts, 
that they may be clean and comfortable ; also to the rooms and bedding. 

Allow me, gentlemen, to recommend, as almost indispensible, the erec- 
tion of a suitable permanent building for the accommodation of convicts 
suffering under infectious or contagious diseases, there being no such 
building on the prison ground. I would suggest a stone or brick building 
with a large room to accommodate, at least, six beds, with two smaller 
rooms for nurses, and a cook room.

SiKQ Sing Femali Convict Prison, > 
September 29tkr 1858. > 
To the Inspectors of State Prisons : 

, I am about to resign the office whicli I Lave held by your fevor, and 
draw to a close my connectipn with this instrtutfon ; ajid before 'doing so^ 
H is proper that I submit to you the usual report required by law or it» 
affairs during the past year, and its present condition. 

A year ago there were seventy-nine convicts in this prison. Since tbat 
time fifty-five have been received, twenty-seven have been discharged by 
expiration of sentence, and two have been pardoned by the Governor; 
leaving now in prisoi^ one hundred and five. 

Considerable inconvenience has been felt from the- w«nt of a sufficient 
number of cells, there being but eighty-one in all. This necessity bay 
long existed, and has been mentioned in every annual report of the matron^ 
I think, for the last nine or ten years ; though it would seem that the^ 
simple fact that in a prison containing only eighty-one cells, calculated to 
aecommodate one person each, it was necessary to confine one hundred and 
five convicts, (there have been as many as one hundred and nineteen at 
one time) would b^ a sufficient argument to induce the Legislature to cause- 
the required addition to the building to be made^ As I believe that you 
are fully convinced of this necessity, and well aware of the many incon- 
veniences arising from it, I will not here trouble you with a statement bf 
them. 

As many of the women as he could furnish with employment have beeo 
trimming hats for Mr. Charles Watson. There have been, through the 
whole year, more women in the prison than he wished to employ ; and for 
ft time, during the extraordinary pressure in money matters, there was no 
employment for any of them by which they could earn anything. At this 
time they knit a great many pairs of socks, and made a great many shkts^ 
&c^ for the male prison. 

The general health of this prison has been remarkably good for the year 
past. There has not been a single death ;. no epidemic has prevailed,, and 
there has been very little serious illness. This may be attributed in part 
to the variety and good quality of the provisions furnished by the Agent and 
Warden J it also certainly speaks well of the care and skill of the physieian, 
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'and it is probably owing in a great measure to regular habits of diet, &e., 
»nd to the scrupulous neatness invariably enforced. 

The instruction of the convicts has been faithfully attended to by the 
teacher appointed by you, and I am happy to inform you that considerable 
progress has been made by many in the elementary branches, and others 
manifest a desire to improve. Some who when received into the prisi^n 
•could neither read nor write, can now do both. , 

In connection with this I will mention our prison Sunday school, AH 
of the convicts, except those engaged in preparing the dinner, and doing 
other necessary work, are assembled in the work shop every Sabbath 
mornings where they are taught from the Bible by myself and the assistant 
matrons, for an hour before the commencement of the chapel serviooB. 
Thb branch of prison management has re6eived my peculiar care and con- 
stant personal attention, and has afforded me the highest gratification, 
inasmuch as I have been indoiced to believe that through the influence of 
the gospel teachings there received, some have been led to seek earnestly 
end successfully after the incalculable blessings of true religion, and that 
what may be called total depravity, is not often to be found, even in the 
Jiearts of convicts. 

I think the discipline of the prison is in an impro\ned condition, and I can 
•confidently state that I have never known a time when the behavior of the 
oonvicts was deserving of more commendation than at present. There hem 
been an improvement during the past over the previous year, which has 
"even exceeded my hopes. I attribute this, in a great measure,. to the har- 
mony and good feeling which has existed among the assistant matrons, and 
to their cheerful co-operation with me in the execution of my trust ; and 
here, while I acknowledge the prompt and faithful manner in which they 
liave performed the duties which have devolved upon them, allow me most 
lieartily to commend them to jou as eminently worthy of and fitted for the 
positions in which they are placed. There have been thirty-four panish- 
«nents inflioted this year — the same in number as last year — ^but they have 
teen generally for comparatively trifling offences, and proportionally mild, 
•and have sufficed to preserve increased good order and decorum. 

One woman made her escape from the outside ward on the night of the 
:21st inst. I consider this place as comparatively insecure* and it would 
not be used if there were sufficient accommodations in the main building. 
It is too far from the main building to receive proper car^ from the matron 
•on duty. The woman was returned to the prison on the second day after 
licr escape, having been as far as Fishkill, and expressed herself glad to 
get back. 

For information respecting the orimea, sentences, ages, nativity, color, 
^c, of the convicts in this prison, permit me to refer you to the tables 
-accompanying the reports of the chaplain and clerk, where everything 
required will be found. 

Of myself, gentlemen, I have but little to say. Through your kindness, 
end that of your predecessors^ I have had the charge of this institution fbr 
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gomething over seren years, and dnring all of ibis ifme I Iiave eames^i^ 
endearored to discharge the duties of my position conscientiously, mid rio* 
4ihe best of my ability. What degree of snecess has attended sry effwts,. 
four own judgment and observation will of course lead you to deefde. 

In concTusioB I hope you will accept my sincere thanks lor the eoi^^ 
ience you have reposed in me, and for the unvarying and disinterested 
loudness I have experienced at your hands. W£th seBtimeivts of Ugh

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Of die above amattnts, the earnings for September become due in Octo* 
her, and should be paid in that month. The residue (including the sum of 
-$7,500, which stands charged to the asylum fund) is still unpaid. A por- 
tion of it is in litigation, and awaits the decision of the courts. 

Owing to the depression in all branches of trade, and the disordered 
condition of the financial affairs of the country during a considerable po»« 
tion of the last fiscal year, it was found impossible to make prompt collec-' 
tions. For these reasons, under your advice, I have been compelled to 
suffer a considerable accumulation of indebtednes from contractors. 

"The same state of things has also caused a larger proportion than usual 
t>f convicts to be without regular service on contracts, as will appear from 
the following statement. 

The number of convicts in this prison on the 30th September, 1858, was

The fact that during the last year the number of convicts not profitably 
employed has been on an average nearly double that of last year, and 
mearly three times that of the previous years, will satisfactorily account 
for the greatly diminished earnings. 

In my statement above, it will be seen that I have placed to the accouxt 
of earnings by convict labor, not available as cash, the sum of $3,000, 
"for extraordinary repairs and buildings. A considerable portion of this 
was for repairing the shop which was burned on the 18th March, 1858, 
which was rebuilt chiefly by convict labor. The other items for convict 
labor, which make up that sum, were for such extraordinary buildings and 
^repairs as do not legitimately fall within what are called ordinary repairs. 

The item of clothing was increased over $1,000 above the previous year, 
because the fire above mentioned destroyed quite a quantity of clothing, 
which was in a dry room in the building that was burned. The expendi- 
rture for salaries of officers, it will be seen, exceeds that of 1857 $2,768.18, 
This was caused by the effect of the law of March 10, 1857, which had 
only operated in part in the year 1857. 

During the past year three contracts for the labor of convicts have been 
let, upon the expiration of the term of previous contracts in the same busi- 
ness. They are as follows: The tool, hame, and machine contracts, 
copies of which have been filed in the comptroller's office. 

By referring to my last annual report, it will be seeu that from the com- 
^mencement of my administration of the affairs of this prison, — May 1, 
4^4, to tbe ftOth September, 1757y — the ccmings from all sources had 
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exceeded the expenditures $12,871.89. Including the year which lias just 
closed, it will appear that this prison, for a period of four and a half years, 
has fallen short only about $2,500 of earnings suflScient to meet its expen* 
ditures. 

For two years past it has become more and more apparant that without 
radical changes in the contract system, the earnings of convicts cannot he 
depended upon, in future, to pay the expenses of maintaining them. It is 
true that the bad working of the system has arisen in some measure from 
the depressed condition of the monied affairs of the country, at frequently 
recurring periods, causing a large number of convicts to be therein out of 
profitable employments But litigations with contractors, and the claims 
for reductions and damages, growing out of provisions inserted in some of 
the contracts, have tended very much to diminish the net receipts. 

Deriving my authority from you, and performing almost entirely ministe- 
rial duties, and in all that part of my action which relates to contracts, 
compelled by express provisions of law, to execute only such contracts as 
you sanction and approve, I can do no more than present such evils as 
experience has made manifest to me, and leave to your better judgment 
the province of suggesting remedies for these difficulties. 

The long period of time that the main buildings and some of the shops 
have been standing, and the fact that the roofs of the main buildings are of 
wood, renders it certain that the outlay for repairs must increase from year 
to year, unless a sum sufficient to place all the buildings in a state of 
thorough repair, shall be appropriated for that purpose. 

The reports of the physician, chaplain, and clerk, and the accompanying 
tables, will afford information in detail upon the subjects which those 
officers have more especially in charge. 

I call your attention particularly to the fact that there is a deficiency of 
water in the prison in the dry season of the year. In case of fire this defi- 
ciency is made very apparant. The safety of the property of the State and 
the contractors, as well as the lives of the convicts, is placed at great haz- 
ard on this account. 

This (scarcity was made manifest at the fire which occurred in one of the 
shops in March last. On that occasion it became evident that a full supply 
would have enabled the firemen to have rendered much more efficient aid. 

To remedy this difficulty, I propose as the best method, in my opinioo, 
to lay iron pipes of from four to six inches in diameter, from the prison to 
the upper dam on the Owasco river, a distance of about one and a half 
miles. If this is done, with suitable reservoirs^ in the yard of the prison, 
there will be an ample supply at all times for all purposes, as well in the 
prison as in the asylum. 

From a rough estimate I think the labor and materials to execute this 
plan would be from eight to ten thousand dollars. I most earnestly recom- 
mend that this subject have prompt attention. 

The discipline, and conBcquently the pecuniary results of this prison, is 
irguriously affected by frequent changes of the subordinate officers. These 
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changes are, it is true, unavoidable, under our system. Still it is proper 
that attention should be called to the fact that exchanging an experienced 
keeper for one entirely unacquainted with the duties of the place, even if 
the capacity of the new one is equal to that of his predecessor, must for a 
time cause confusion. The chances are that the change of officers is for 
the worse in point of adaptation to the business, as well as experience. 
Keepers do not possess the art of governing convicts in an equal degree, 
and some cannot learn at all. 

My opinion is that after obtaining a set of competent and faithful 
officers, they should hold their places during good behavior. Under such 
a system, I am satisfied there would be better order and more satisfactory 

results.

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PHYSICIAN^S REPORT. 



Hospital, Auburn Prison, Oct. 1, 1858. 
To the Inspectors of State Prisons of the State of New York : 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to transmit you my annual report of the 
health of Auburn prison during the year ending Sept. 30, 1858. 

The statistical tables hereunto annexed will present, in a condensed 
form, a summary of my monthly reports, in which it will be observed that 
the averages of applicants for prescriptions and hospital treatment, and 
also the number of cases with fatal termination, have been somewhat in- 
creased over that of the two preceding years. There has been, during the 
summer months, an unusual prevalence of diseases incident to the season, 
such as diarrhoea, dysenteria, cholera morbus, &c., in addition to which I 
may mention one contagious disease, the measles, which was introduced by 
Si convict who entered prison on the 10th of June last. This affection con- 
tinued to prevail until the 15th of August ; during which time, all the 
inmates of the ins^ijtution who had not been previously attacked, b^canp^ 
its subjects. 

By inspection of table No. 3, exhibiting ihe mortality of the prison, it 
will be found that there have been several deaths ftom causes which, among 
US, have been unusual. 

One John Smith* alias Teneyck, while inarching from chapel service, 
in usual good health, was suddenly attaeked, and died in a few minutes. A 
post niortem examination made in the presence of a number of physicians 
of this city, showed ossification of the vahes of the heart.. 

George Hogencamp, while working in the asylum yard in July, received 
a sun stroke, from which he died in a few days. 

Augustus P. Biegler, who for many years previous to his seaienee, and 
during the time of his active engagement in business, had complained of a 
chropic difficulty of his head, died suddenly on August 3, with unmediate 
f^mptoips of congestion of the brain. A post morteni exami»atio» in his 
case, made by his friends, showed a large tumor at the base of the brain* 

John Kelly, aged 62 years, was brought to prison suffering und^r an 
attack of paralysiis. He was again attacked on December 18th, and died in 
^^vulsions on the 22d. 

Benjamin Baker had a fit of apoplexy on April 5th, and died the follow- 
ing day. Also John Sarver, for many years a confirmed kinatie, died from 
general debility and the effects of his disease of the brain. 

The remaining fatal cases were tho^e resulting from the more connmon 
causes of des^th in our State prisons, the principal ^f which, in this imstitnt 
tion at least, are those resulting from some of the forms of pulmonary diiseiwudt 

I take great pleasure in stating to you, gentlemen, that the unexception- 
able good care which h^ been shown to the convicts by officers in^my own 
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and throughout every department of the prison, has materiallj contrihuted 
in aiding rae in my official duties, and has^ added all that seemed necessary 
to the comfort, the good order and the general welfare of the institution.

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT- 

Auburn, Septemi^er 30, 1855. 
To the Hon. Board of Insj^ectar^ 

of State Prisons of the State of New York : 

Gentlemen — By the kind providence of God, I am permitted to report 
the completion of another year's labor as Chaplain of this prison. 

The ordinary routine of duty connected with my office has been essen- 
tially the same as was given in detail in my report of last year. 

The usual religious services have been faithfully performed at nine o'clock 
every Sabbath morning during the entire year. 

The conduct and deportment of the men, when assembled for worship, 
has, so far as I know, been very respectful, and unexceptionably good. 

All appear anxious to hear '* the words of life" dispensed, and I have 
good reason to believe that quite a number, during the past year, have 
** received the truth" in the love of the same, and have found it '*able to 
make them wise unto salvation." 

The Sunday school is still in successful operation, under the superintend 
dency of H. A. Yates, to whom great ofedit is due for his untiring efforts 
to instruct and morally benefit the unfortunate- and guilty who are permit- 
ted to attend the school. 

The usual number that are allowed to attend will not vary far from a 
hundred and seventy. The school is well supplied with efficient teachers 
from the theological seminary and from the various churches in the city. 

The prison library, I am sorry to say, is not what it should be. I have 
received no money with which to replenish it during the past year, and only 
two hundred dollars have been expended for books for this prison during 
the last three years ; and why it is that we cannot get the money that the 
Legislature has so wisely appropriated for this noble object I cannpt say, 
but such is the fact. 

I have taken great care that the books should be kept in as good repair 
as possible, but where they are in constant use they will soon become so 
much soiled and torn that they must be laid aside. 

During the greater part of last winter and spring we had some three 
or four hundred men out of employ, and for their benefit, as well as for the 
discipline of the prison, I kept them supplied with good and useful books; 
and as a matter of course, the library felt the effects of it. • 

Senate, No. 40.J 10 
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The instructors have attended faithfully to their duties, and in general 
have been quite successful in their efforts. 

Many of the convicts have made good progress, and nearly all of them 
manifest a great desire to receive instruction. This important department 
of the institution has already resulted in great good. Many have not only 
learned, while here, to read and write, but have also obtained some know- 
ledge of arithmetic. 

I very much regret that the prison is- not sufficiently lighted to permit 
all the convicts to study or read for an hour or two each night during the 
winter season. It does not seem right that the men should be locked up in 
their cells in darkness for thirteen or fourteen hours out of every twenty- 
four. But as I referred to this subject at some length in my report of last 
year, I will only repeat now " that I hope your honorable board will take 
this matter into consideration, and in your wisdom devise some means by 
which those convicts who desire to read can do so," &c. 

The instructors' reports are herewitb connected. 

As usual, the superintendence of the correspondence of the convicts has 
been committed to me. This is a very responsible duty, and in view of the 
extra letters on business and in relation to pardons, &c., it is sometimes 
quite onerous, as it frequently amounts to over a hundred letters in a sin- 
gle week passing in and out of the prison , all of which I have read and 
delivered, or caused to be mailed. And as there are a number of convicts 
that cannot write, I often write as many as tweiity letters for them in the 
course of a week. 

I have at all times, and under aH circumstances, endeavored most faith- 
fully to discharge the duties required by law and prescribed by the regula- 
tions of the Board. ^ 

While I have labored to instruct the ignorant, convince the sceptical and 
unbelieving, encourage the penitent, strengthen the believer, comfort and 
commend the dying to the mercy of God, and lead all to the **^ cross of our 
Lord Jesus Christ," I have also done what I could to assist the officers in 
the maintenance of order and good discipline, ** as order is the first law of 
nature." 

1 think that a strict, and even a vigorous discipline, wisely enforced and 
tempered with kindness, will do much towards the reformation of convicts. 
A disregard to law and order is what has brought many of them into the 
prison, and now, if they can become habituated to living *' according to 
rule," it will not only be for their good while in prison, but may be made 
a great benefit to them through life. Saint Paul has said " The lair was 
our schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ," ai^d a good discipline, in the 
hands of wi^e and good officers, will prove a great blessing to those mis- 
guided and guilty men. 

It is gratifying to me, and no doubt will be to your honorable Board, to 
know that many who have left this prison during the past year are now 
leading industrious and viituous lives. 
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I will here give a few extracts from letters (of wliicli I have a great 
snany) that I have reoeiv^ which will eonfirm the above statement, 

" I>ear Sir — I am now living in the village of I am a member of 

the ehwrch, I am also keeping a shop, and have more work than 

I can do; wh«a there is a good ehristian young man comes out of the pH- 

fion that uaderstaads the business send him to me, said I will give 

him employ ment and good pay." 

Another writes - " 1 :am now working at my trade in the city of , I 

«ball nev€r forget the instruction and the good advice that you hav« givea 
xae, and I intend, by the help of God, to follow it the rest of my days." 

Again, ^* My dee^x friend, I feel that I owe you a debt of gratitude for 
your kind visits and lessons of instruction to me dmt I never can repaj^ 
hnt my prayer is, and ever shall be, that you may have your reward in 
beaven. I am still striving to enter in at the straight gate," &o., &c. 

I wish here to say that, I have nev^er, on any occasion, received from any 
of the convicts the slightest mark of disrespect, and it is with pleasure thai 
I am permitted to state, that at no time, since my connection with the pri- 
son, has the oonduct of the men been better, or have they appeared more 
oontented and cheerful, or discharged more readily the work that has been 
-assigned them tban at the present time, and for months past there have 
heen but T«ry few punishments. 

I cannot close my report without making my grateful acknowledgments 
to the officers of the prison for the assistance they have rendered me, and 
for the umform willingness that they have ever manifested to aid me in 
vhatever way they could in the discharge of my official duties* 
All which is respectfully submitted.

I CBtered on my duty as one of the teachers in the Auburn prison on 
the first day of February last. Puring that time I have instructed about 
ninety convicts. I am now giving instruction seventy-five. Of this num- 
ber learning to read, twenty-three ; arithmetic, forty-one ; spelling, four ; 
writing and reading, seven. 

I could have given instruction to a larger number, but have had a lim- 
ited supply of books, slates, &c. The most of my scholars are making 
fair, and some of them very good, progress in their studies. 

As a general thing they manifest a desire to learn, and conduct them- 
selves in a becoming and respectful manner while receiving instruction*

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AGENT AND WARDEN'S REPOUT.

Officb of the Agent and Warden Clinton Prison, 7 
* December 1st, 1858. ^ 

To ^Ac Inspectors of State Prisons, State of New York : 

In complying with the law requiring me to report anntially to your bon-- 
orAble board the condition of tte institution wtich you Lave committed t0 
mj hands. I have to regret that circumstances over which neither you 
iior myself have had any control, have conspired to prevent a more satis^ 
factory one. 

I have, as is well known to you, been m charge of this prison but nine? 
months out of the last fiscal year, and for the first three can only report, sls 
ks the books of the institution exhibit, but have entire confidence in their 
t^orrectnees* . . 

•When, on the 1st of January, I took the agency of this prisoft, I fouticl 
ihat owing to the depressed condition of the business affairs of the country, 
the demand for convict labor was *very limited, and as a consequence the 
earnings of the prison were very small. 

In accordance with your directions I advertised for propos^^ls for convict 
labor, in the several branches of manufactures indicated by you ; but, from 
the «ame cause I presume, failed to receive any bids, and, till recently, the 
\S&iAe state of things has continued. 

Within the past few weeks, however, those engaged in business con- 
nected with this institution have been working more men, and by the 
opening of the following spring I hope to be able (if the contract for the 
employment of convicts in the manufacture of rolled iron and nails shall 
be let at a fair price,) to put every available man at some work which shall 
add to the cash earnings of the prison, and go far to make it, what it never 
before has •been, a self-sustaining institution. 

In the absence of contract labor for the employment of convicts, I have 
carried out that provision of the law requiring me to keep them constantly 
employed. I have been engaged in improf ing, and to some extent embel- 
lishing the prison and the grounds attached to it. I have erected, by 
convict labor alone, several new buildings, which were absolutely necessary 
for the successful operating of the prison, and thoroughly repaired those 
that required it. Additions have been built to those already erected, but 
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whicli were fonnd to be inadequate to accommodate tlie contractofs and 
■wliieli heretofore have been a constant cause of complaint by them. We 
have raised a very large amount of vegetables which is not only a saving 
in actual mt)ney expended, but has had a decidedly beneficial effect upott 
the general health of the prison. We have had no death in the prison 
from ordinary, disease, and but one by casualty. 

I have also kept a large force engaged in making further and full explo* 
rations on the line of the old Skinner or State ore bed, and am gratified at 
being atle to state, that from the present appearances there is every pros- 
pect of a supply of valuable ore from that bed. I am still engaged in the 
attempt, and shall, in a short time, be able to determine definitely whether 
the indications new so favorable are to be fully successful or not. 

The contract for the raising and separating ore, and the manufacturing 
of iron (which expired by notice from the contractor,) on the first day of 
November, was relet to Mr. Jaaob D. Kingsland, and commenced on the 
said day. The price was fifty cents per day per convict, which, though five 
cents per day per convict less than the old contract, is still as faw>rable a 
bid as we could have expected, under the present depressed condition of 
the iron market. 

The experiment of manufacturing iron by convict labor alone, has been 
in this prison, fully demonstrated to be completely successful, as it is 
believed that the forge in this prison turns out a larger quantity, and a 
superior quality of iron than any other forge in the country. 

By the terms of the contract with Mr. Kingsland, the Agent is bovnd to 
furnish him with a suitable supply of water, and as conveniently arranged 
as at present. 

The present supply is derived entirely from the Separator brook, which 
comes off the so called ** Averill " lot, and has been, while under lease to 
the State, diverted from its natural channel so as to run to and supply the 
separator, and this is believed to be the only source from which a sufficient 
and permanent supply can be obtained. 

This belief, in my opinion, is well founded. As there is some difficulty 
in relation to the State taking that property, under a contract formerly made 
with the then owners, in case such purchase should not be consummated, it 
will be necessary to make some arrangement by which the present ample 
supply can be continued, not only for the separating ore, but for the ordi* 
nary uses of the prison. This is very important to the success of the prison, 
as if we are deprived of this water, and arc unable to procure *a sufficient 
quantity from any other source, (which, in my opinion, cannot be done,) it 
will involve the State in a claim for a large amount of damages, besides 
throwing the entire force now employed on the iron contract, out of employ- 
ment. 

It will readily appear that such a state of affairs would be very disas- 
trous to the interests of the State ; and, indeed, might, and probably would, 
result in an attempt to abandon this prison -^a result which would be de- 
plored by the citizens of all the northern portions of the State, as this id 
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the only State institution in that entire region, and is now proving that 
convicts can be employed advantageously at work, which will not interfere 
«with the ordinary mechanical branches mostly carried on in our cities and 
large towns. 

This prison was originally located with a view to ascertain by actual 
experiment, if it were possible, to relieve the various mechanical trades 
from what, at the time, was believed by those employed at them, was to 
them the ruinous competition of cheap convict labor ; and now, just as the 
experiment has proved to be successful, and after the large outlays the 
State has made in erecting and maintaining it thus far, it would seem to be 
wrong to abandon it and involve the State in still more expense, in the 
building of a new one, without any corresponding benefit resulting from it. 

Tke ore used in the manufacturing of iron is now, as you are aware, taken 
from the **Averill" mine; or, rather, from that part of it which is claimed 
by the former owners as belonging to them, but which the owners of the 
*' Hockstrassei^ '* lot claim as being obtained beyond the line of the "Averiir* 
lot, and consequently as belonging to them. 

I have kept an exact account of the number of tons used by the con- 
tractors, so that, on a final settlement of the matter, those who are justly 
entitled to the pay for it will have no difficulty in ascertaining the quan- 
tity used, but have not deemed myself justified in compelling the contract- 
ors to pay the State for it while any doubt existed as to who the rightful 
owners were. * 

That there is an abundance of ore in that bed is undoubted ; and in case 
the Skinner mine should not prove to be productive, there can be no doubt 
but it can be obtained from those who claim the other lot. 

The ore taken from the **Averill " ore bed during the year ending Sept. 
30th, 1857, amounted to the sum of five thousand three hundred and fifty- 
six dollars and seventy-four cents, ($5,356.74) which was so much added 
to the available earnings of thisjprison for that year. 

For the year ending September 30th, 1858, not one cent has been received 
from that source, as the dispute about the line has been going on, and I 
did not feel myself authorized to demand the payment of it. 

This, together with the time lost by the burning of the separator, (nearly 
two months) will fully account for the difference in the earnings between 
this year and ^he one preceding it, notwithstanding the financial crisis 
through which we have just passed ; while the increased number of con- 
victs, together with cost of rations and clothing, more than accounts for 
the increased expenditures* 

The officers in the various departments of the prison under my charge 
have performed their several duties to my entire satisfaction, and to their 
faithfulness and diligence I am greatly indebted for the present high state 
of discipline which prevails in the institution* 

The punishments for the past year have been few, and none of them have 
been required to be of unusual severity ; no organized resistance to authority 
has been attempted, and no successful endeavor has been madQ to escape. 
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Ttis, when i^e (Consider tliat nearly, ot quite, fifty men are constantly 
employed in the forge, rolling mill, and other departments of the prison, 
ill the night time, and who have to be changed during the night and re- 
turned to the ptison when relieved from theit hours of labor, proves that 
not only the officers* who have had the immediate care and management of 
them, have performed their whole duty, but that the convicts themselves 
have been exemplary in their conduct* 

The prison, located as it is, so far from the great markets of the country y 
renders the subsistence of convicts nearly, or quite, one-third more expensive 
than at Auburn or Sing Sing ; and the same cause renders the cost of sub- 
sisting the families of the officers of this prison much higher than at either 
of the others, and calls for additional compensation < 

If your honorable board would recommend to the Legislature, in youi* 
annual report, an increase of the salaries of all the officers of this prison, 
equal to expense of supporting their families here, over that at the other 
prisons, it would be but an act of simple justice to us, and I doubt not 
would be cheerfully complied with. 

The following statement exhibits in full the financial condition of this 
prison for the year ending September 30th, 1858, and will show in detail 
what employment has been furnished by me to the great body of conricta 
who would otherwise have remained unemployed. In it will be found the 
earnings for the year, and whether contract or otherwise, and whether 
available and productive, or unavailable and unproductive, but which were 
still necessary, and will be the means in the future of saving a large expen- 
diture of both time and money in the future management of the prison-

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



To the Honorable Board of Inspectors of State Prisons : 

Gentlemen — Prompted by the call of duty, I now submit to you th* 
Hsual annual report, relating to my department of labor in this institution. 

Since my last report the abundant mercies of a kind Providence have 
attended us, calling for devout thankfulness to Him who ** crowns the yea^ 
with his loving kindness." 

Subordination to the prison authorities has been very generally main* 
tained, and nothing has occurred to interrupt the ordinary routine of busi- 
ness ; while the efforts made by the Inspectors and officers to advance tlwf' 
interests of this histitution have been' crowned with suoeess. The heal^ 
of the convicts was never surpassed or equaled at any time since the prison^ 
wa« founded. Favored with pure mountain air, with nutritious and whole- 
some food, with cells well ventilated and clean, and an ample supply of 
clothing, there have been but few cases of severe siekness^ and tioiae of them< 
fatal. 

Religiof^s services in the chapel have been uniformly attended on Sabbath 
mornings. The desk has generally been supplied by myself ; but, occasion- 
ally, other clergymen have officiated, and who have expressed their appro* 
bation of the order and deportment of the convicts. For myself, I can say 
that but few assemblies for religious worship give a more respectful attention. 

Since my last report, four hundred and twenty-five volumes of new and 
dioice books have been added to the library. Most gratefully I also report- 
the benelcence of the American Tract and Bible Societies ; the former, in 
giving ten thousand pages of tracts ; the latter, two dozen Bibles and the 
same number of Testaments for the use of the convicts. They are of a 
' clear, fair type, and designed for those whose sight has become dim from 
age, or other causes ; and by this class-are highly prized, and appear to be 
read with serious attention. 

The writing and dispatching of letters is a laborious service, and occu- 
pies much of my time ; but, in matiy and various ways, it is highly bene«>- 
ficial to the convict. It affords me an opportunity to learn much of their 
Ibrmer course of life — their ruling passions, appetites and habits, and the 
many ways by which they have been led into temptation, and to the com- 
mission of those crimes which have subjected them to the penalties of the 
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laws. I am thus prepf red^ to impart counsel to them, adapted to theur 
■eyeral wants. In few, plain words, kindlj spoken, I labor to persuade 
(hem at once to abandon vicious habits, to shun the company of idle, disso- 
lute and depraved associates, and never again to ** touch, taste, or handle '^ 
intoxicating liquors. With tears, and appareAtly with deep contrition^ 
many have confessed the folly of their past lives, and solemnly redolved mkd 
promised to offend no more. >^ 

The privilege given by the Inspectors to those convicts, whose conduct 
is approved, to write to district attomies, judges, and other legal gentle- 
men» to assist them in efforts to procure pardons, I find to be productive of 
- good. The hope of pardon is fondly .cherished by many of tlie inmates of 
the prison, and not a few expect to obtain it. Hence they endeavor, bj 
good conduct, to merit it ; or, at least, they design never to be denied the 
4«nred favor, in consequence of their disregard, or violation of prison rules. 
. But, to the imprisoned, generally, correspondence with dear and respeeted 
Iriends is by far the most useful. The criminal in his cell often feels that 
he is ^' as a dead man out of sight," and that he eannfyl, by any means, 
•eoure the confidence and esteem of his fellow men. But expressions of 
kindness and good will towards him from loved ones at home, awaken hia 
beUer feelings, and enable him to look forward with encouragement and 
Wpe. His gloomy forebodings of a dark and cheerless future are succeed- 
ed by more encouraging and hopetul views of himself, and he feels most^ 
Ulj determined to become a reformed and useful citizen. 

The experience of the past four years has taught me that unremitting 
tnd well adapted labors are essential to reform those who have wandered 
Utotfii from wisdom ^8 ways. They are a class of misguided men, and in 
many cases controlled by base appetites and passions. They were never 
i|iorally or religiously instructed ; they have been subjected to many and 
peculiar trials ; th< ir early education has been sadly neglected. Early 
orphanage has been the lot of some, while unhappy connexions have embit- 
iered and made wretched the lives of others ; and in numerous cases thej 
>ave been corrupted by the examples of the grossly vicious and depraved. 

How evident, then, that our only hope of reforming such men is by per- 
severing and faitliful labors, attended with the Divine blessing. Cordiallj 
ildopting the sentiments and repeating the language of another, I would saj 
With him, *' Lotus have patience too ; and take by the hand the stupid, the 
ignorant and the wicked, and lead them gently back to their first missteps, 
and point out to them plainly the relations men sustain to one another, and 
show, if possible, the obligations of each to his neighbor, growing out of 
their mutual dependencies and wants." 

From careful observation I am led to regard the moral condition of the 
convicts as increasingly favorable. The labors of the past year appear t<> 
|>^ productive of more good than those of the year previous. More appear 
Ijp be deeply sensible of the folly of sin, and manifest a more earnest 
iesire to be delivered from its reigning power. Some few furnish evidence 
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<yf true obedienoe te^^od, and tliat thej love the duties required of tliMA 
hy the gospel, ^ 

With feelings of gratitude to the agent and warden, and all the offioen 
of this prison, for their kindness to me, and with sincere thanks to ikit 
^norabie board of Inspectors for their uniform courtesy and respect, ant 
with acknowledgments of the goodness of the Supreme Buler, under whose

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TEACHER'S REPORT. 



-' The school for the instruction of those convicts who are willing and 
ianxious to learn, has been continued. The privilege of receiving new and 
choice books from the library has diminished the number of those enrolled 
as scholars, choosing rather to devote their leisure time only to reading. 

The number instructed has been between seventy-five and eighty. This, 
however, is not to be regarded as the average number, as many more avail 
themselves of the school in winter than in summer. Those capable of self- 
culture have been furnished with such books as they desired, as far as 
means would allow. Some have been taught the letters of the alphabet, 
while others, who could read only monosyllables, and these with difficulty, 
have made commendable progress. The facilities for writing are* those 
only which are furnished by the pencil and slate ; but in this manner some 
have learned to write intelligibly. 

To instruct the ignorant in prison is the dictate of benevolence ; for 
their ignorance has, in many cases, been the occasion of their crimes, and 
their crimes have brought them where they are now found. I hope to be 
able to instruct all who need and will receive instructions, and thus enable 
them to «tore their minds with useful knowledge, that they may become 
wiser and better men.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 



Clinton Prison, October 1, 1858. 
To the Inspectors of State Prisons: 

Gentlemen — In compliance with the requirements of the law, I would 
respectfully submit my annual report of the sanitary condition of this pri- 
son for the year ending Sept. 30, 1858 

The favorable state of health which I reported as existing in the prison 
in my last report, I am happy to say has, with the blessing of Proyidence, 
been continued during the last year. With an average of 324 convicts, 
we have had no death from disease, and only one from accident. On the 
23d of March last, Henry Hartley, a mulatto convict, while employed in 
taking down an old bilding, fell from a height of nearly twenty feet on his 
back and head, and survived only thirteen hours. A post mortem exami- 
nation showed that his death was caused by extravasation of blood on the 
brain, though the , skull w^s not broken. Aside from this, we have been 
remarkably free from accidents, considering the great amount of labor per- 
formed by machinery. 

We have also been free from epidemic and pestilential diseases. The 
annexed tables, showing the average number in hospital, and the amount 
of excused labor, manifest a state of health which I think is unparalleled 
in the history of this prison. They contain all the statistical information 
required from this department. • 

This favorable result is not alone to be attributed to the healthy location 
of the prison, but also to the care which has been taken to furnish the con- 
victs good provisions, plentifully- supplied and palatably cooked, and also 
with sufficient clothing and blankets to protect them from the inclemen* 
cies of the weather. 

The cells and every part of the prison have been kept perfectly clean 
and well ventilated. 

In conclusion, I would take this opportunity to Express my thanks to 
the agent and other officers, for their active assistance in enforcing such 
rules and regulations as would conduce to the comfort and health of the 
convicts.
